new hope.and a stimulus to. grea- 
tr ‘effort. If the ministers of fin-}i 
ance for the last ‘forty years had 
recognized which were the basic 
industries of this country, Can- 
ada to-day would be a far great- 
er country than it ig. 

T should like to deal with a few 
of the orthodox suggestions that 
were put forward by the various 
members in this house during the 
annual budget debates. One of 
the favorite ideas of these hon. 
gentlemen who do not happen to 
be making their living off the 


‘}land, is that those who are on the 
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{vice: 
‘bers who are not iriterested in 


land should go in for mixed farm- 
ing. Particularly is this. advice 
given to those hon. members who 
come from the West. I ‘should 
like to.point out that this is go- 
to have a very dire effect upon 
the agriculturists of eastern Can- 
ada, and the day ‘will come, not 
many years hence, when, through 
the farmers of western Canada 
going into mixed farming, they 
will be found to be the greatest 
competitors of eastern Canadian 
farmers, ‘both at home and abr- 
oad. Iam pleased: to see that 
the farmer members of eastern 
Canada do not hand out that ad- 
it comes: from hon. mem- 


farming or who are not farmers 
themselves. Farmers in eastern 
Canada realize that western 
farmers -will be real competitors 
and make things much’ worse for 


| the eastern men as ‘soon as they 
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go into mixed farming. 

A further suggestion relates to 
immigration Which is held up as 
another of the cure-alls. Immi- 
gration of the right sort is what 
we want: volunteer immigration 
is all right; but immigration that 
is forced, as has been the case for 
some years past, as was particu- 
larly the case-last year, is forced 
at a great cost to this country. 
A good deal ‘of the criticism, of- 
fered from this side of the house 
during the ‘immigration debate 
last: yean, because we realized the 
government would be spending a 
great deal of money and prob- 
ably throwing most of it away. 
What do we find is the result to- 
day, We find that although the 
government has spent some $3, 
500.000, every single settler that 
was brought into Canada. plus 
45,000 more hlave gone to the Uni 
ted States.

For instanee, 
hon, members who: sit on. my 
right have, een continuously ‘¢ri- 
ticizing the government for not 
carrying out their pledges. ' This 
year because the government are 
attempting to carry. out their 
pledges—and we should give them 
credit for that—we find they are 
receiving just as harsh criticism 
from the Conservatives for tryin’ 
to..do so. ; 

Another contradiction which 1 
might point out is this. Regard- 
ing the group to which I have the 
honor to belong, representing, as 
it mainly does, the agricultural 
constituencies of western and. 
eastern Canada, the farmers have 
often been criticised for not get- 
ting down to business and organ- 
izing. (Now that have been or- 
ganized and sent some sixty odd 
members to this house, their ac- 
tion seems to be criticised and 
not at all well received. 4 

We -have heard a great deal 
lately during ‘this debate about 
the way in which people are 
leaving this country because of 
this low tariff budget. That ar- 
gument, from my Conservative 
friends at my right hand might 
hold water were it not for the 
fact that for some years past 
while we had what might be call- 
eda reasonably jhigh tariff we 
lost very large numbers. 

Further advice given to the 
farmers is such as this: They are 
told to work harder, to produce 
more and to be thrifty. As one 
who knows the life of the farmer 
very intimately, I should like to 
know how farmers can be expect- 
ed to work much harder. As re- 
gards producing mpre, I “think 
think they have done their share 
in that respect, and as regards 
being thrifty, it is hard to tell

perfectly well aware that if large). 
numbers of these people are in- 
troduced into our country the 
standard of living. is apt to be 
lowered, .For some time past it 
has been the aim of the minister 
of immigration with his: staff to 
encourage people coming. to this 
country to take up farming, and 
for-a while no one was encourag- 
ed to come unless he settled on 
the land. I believe the doors are 
thrown open a little wider to-day 
but one point the minister of im: 
migration should realize quite 
fully is this that you cannot 


force people to farm, irrespective 


of conditions. If économie con- 
ditions are unjust, utieven, un- 
equal or unfair; you cannot force 
people to farm, and if you suc- 
ceed in getting them to go on the 
land, they ‘will not settle down: 
under. these conditions. We are 
making great efforts to curtail 
wnemployment, but at the same 
time by .this system of immigra- 
tion, whereby we heve induced 
people ‘to come to this country 
out of proportion to the demands 
of industry, we naturally swell 
the ranks of the ‘unemployed an- 
nually. 

From the year 1911 onwards 
hon. gentlemen to my right— 
(Conservatives) have gone their 
level best to frustrate any chance 
we might have had .of securing. 
reciprocity. with the United 
States, so that through their ac- 
tion we lost the best stock mar- 
ket we could have had. And now 
that we have lost that market we 
are told by these same gentlemen 
that we should go in for mixed 
farming. We have heard a good 
deal about the supposed agree- 
ment between the party represen- 
ting the government and those 
gentlemen amongst whom I hap- 
pen to sit. Criticisms have been 
made of a close alliance which it 
is alleged exists between these 
two groups. Well, Mr Speaker, | 
it is interesting, on consulting 
Hansard, to find that in the year 
192. of 21 votes that. were taken

On every hand we have observed]. 
a curtailment of the credit 
previouely extended, and’ we 
have been forced more and more 
to curtail our purchases—whether 
those purchases be of land, imple- 
ments, autos, clothes, groceries or 
pure luxuries—with the result 
that we all recognize our pur- 
chasing power is redueed to the 
minmun. Where formerly we 
were invited to buy, no matter 
whether we had money on, hand 
or not, we are now frequently 
brought face to face with the re- 
quirement to pay cash; and when 
we. go to the bank we are told we 
cannot borrow the monty. 

Very subtle and varied are the 
affairs. It ig, obviously, easy to 
attribute this state of affairs to 
the reduced pricés we ‘obtain for 
our produets, and also to the in- 
greased price we have to pay for 
our necessities; and it is also easy 
to attribute these things to the 
adverse world-wide conditions 
prevailing to-day These serious 
factors loom so large before our 
eyes that it has been easy for us 


jto overlok another important and 


subtle change which has been 
taking place in our. midst and 
which materially affects our own 
financial credit, particularly if 
we go to the bank with the intent 
of raising a loan. Now a very 
close enquiry is made as to our 
ability to pay this back when the 
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due date arrives, and all borrow- 
ings are (rightly) restricted to 
this narrow margin. 

. Most of ws reached this dis: 
triet at a time when any active 
man with: an average. degree of 
tenacity, and with little else but 
the essential ten dollars; could in 
a period of three years acquire 
an aset in land of what was then 
considered worth about two thou- 
sand dollars. This (then) rea- 
sonable expectation ereated. an 
elasticity of credit quite un 
known in Europe, where such an 
asset was only acquired after a 
prolonged and \trenuous ‘effort 
“There is little wonder that such 
a freedom of credit encouraged 
the belief that it was of more per:

Actually they are worth ay much 
as they ever were but this: worth 
ean only be realized by sticking 
with the game, and deriving ‘our 
income from their use and in 
crease. 

The possession of an asset’ of 
say ten thousand dollars is: no 
longer the baais of our line of 
eredit. That basis is found only 
in the yearly profit arising from 
the use and increase of that ten 
thousand dollar asset. To bor- 
row or, to ineur a debt greater 
than ‘we can pay from income is 
manifestly bad financing, alike 
for the borrower and lender. 

No. small share of the present 
stringency is directly due to the 
general departure from this rule 
in the past; and the best advance 
will be made in the future by 
those who restrict .their use of 
eredit to the basis of current in- 
come,

and ill-based, credits; and it is 
quite problematical what solution 
would have been. found had the 
war not oceurred. But the war 
occurred, and brought in its train 
rising prices and fresh necessities 
for overworking credit in buying 
more land, more machinery, more 
everything (saving perhaps sugar 
and flour. The current of events 
proved so strong that we were 
carried along by and with it. 

After the war we were all, fin- 
anciers as well as industrialists, 
deceived by a somewhat unusual- 
ly prolonged period of post-war 
prosperity; and we had become 
so accustomed to. the unusual 


. elacticity of credit. which had pre- 


vailed since our arrival in the 
country that we had come to re 
gard it as normal and permanent. 

The last few years have carried 
home to the minds of all of us 


\ that credit has lost this elasticity 


and that the credit now available 
seems to bring more disadvant- 
ages than advantages to those 
who do.obtain it. 

We are now very slowly learn 
ing that. we must get back to the 
old fashioned system of Britain, 
France and other European 
countries, and count a man’s 
yearly income, not his aggregate 
capital, as his basis for credit. 
And also that a credit which can 
only be used on a most conserva- 
tive basis.

to enable people to get purchas- 
ing power to buy what is produc- 
ed. Science has so speeded up in- 
dustry that this is practically im- 
possible under our present sys- 
tme, with, the result. that we run 
into periodical world slumps in 
trade, unless we get a war to re- 
trieve the situation by destroying 
quantities of material, and there- 
by giving a big impetus to trade. 
( As an example of this speeding 
up of industry, they have in the 
United States 0 labor-saving ma- 
chine which takes the place of the 
old-fashioned sock. machine in 
Burope of thirty years ago, which 
employed one operator on six ma- 
chines, producing 422 socks per 
day. They now employ full auto- 
matics, one operator now attends 
to twenty-five machines and pro- 
duces 3,800 socks per day. The 
+ | purchasing power of the people is 
ultimately determined by tlie pay 
roll of the people. When payrolls 
are dispensed “with by cutting 
down labor eosts, the world will 
he a place of bliss and bond-hold- 
ers. : 

Tt is' very satisfactory to know 
that -more people are. realizing 
that the problem is not one of 


production but of consumption! 


or purchasing power; although it 
is unfortunate that very few hon. 
members in this house are prepar- 
ed to go that far. In a New York 
journal entitled Commerce and 
Finance I read the following :-— 

It is now. evident that in the 
production of some basic and fa- 
bricated commodities our ecapac- 
ity exceeds the powers: of domes. 
tic consumption. Were we to pro- 
duce up to maximum capacity in 
these commodities the conditions 
of the eighties would be repeated 
and competition be highly destru- 
etive. 

Inconsidering the production 
and marketing of goods, it is 
clear that our tendency is to lay 
too much emphasis upon their 
origin, the. production rather 
than the consumption of goods. 
for it is the consumer that makes 
business and not the producer. 

During the coming year we 
must avoid piling commoditics 
upon merchants beyond their 
power powers to dispose of them. 
We must match eagerly over dis 
tribution, ave must study the pow 
ers of the people to. consume 
goods, remembering that the im- 
portant ‘thing in merchandisé is 
the ‘power of the people to con- 
sume and not the power of pro- 
Juetion. 

Following this scien wak is is 
worth while considering the re- 
marks of Mr. Hoover of the Unit- 
ed States; made come. three years 
ago, in referring to - Europe, 
which should be one of our best 
markets. He said he considered 
that one hundred million people 
on that continent were not really 
self-supporting. They either lived 
with the aid of credit and charity 


‘lieyed..in last year—and to the 
mendment I supported last year. 
Therefore I cannot see anything 
in it which will prevent me vot- 
ing for it this year also,
